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ICE  CREAII  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  October,  estimated  at 
60,990^000  gallons,  vas  1 percent  below  the  October  output  in  I969,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.  Production  through  October  this  year  vas  1 percent  belov; 
the  10  month  total  in  I969  and  2 percent  under  the  corresponding  period  in  I968. 
Seasonally,  output  declined  11  percent  from  September  to  October  this  year, 
compared  with  10  percent  at  this  time  in  I969  and  6 percent  in  I968.  Temperatures 
during  October  averaged  cooler  than  normal  over  the  western  and  central  States  and 
above  normal  from  the  Great  Lakes  and  Appalachians  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The 
central  Rocky  Mountains  and  the  central  Great  Plains  averaged  several  degrees 
cooler  than  normal. 

Compared  with  October  1969;  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were 
mixed.  Output  was  at  about  the  same  level  as  a year  earlier  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region,  but  was  down  2 percent  in  the  East  North  Central.  Other  decreases 
were  3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  k percent  in  the  South  Central. 
Increases  in  the  other  regions  ranged  from  1 percent  in  the  Pacific  to  7 percent  in 
the  Mountain  Region.  Production  was  up  2 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.  In 
the  three  leading  ice  cream  producing,  states,  output  held  steady  in  Nevr  York,  but 
was  up  1 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  2 percent  in  California. 

Ice  cream  production  declined  shajrply  from  September  to  October  in  all  regions . 
The  declines  varied  from  9 percent  in  each  the  East  North  Central,  West  North 
Central  and  Pacific  States  to  I7  percent  in  the  South  Central.  Output  tras  doim  12 
percent  in  both  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  Regions  and  1^  percent  in  the 
Mountain.  Declines  in  the  three  leading  states  were  6 percent  in  California,  7 
percent  in  New  York  and  11  percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Seasonal  decreases  occurred 
in  all  states.

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Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  October  was  set  at  21;C^5;000 
gallons --fractionally  larger  than  the  October  output  last  year  and  10  percent  above 
1968.  Total  production  through  October  this  year  vas  1 percent  greater  than  during 
the  first  10  months  of  I969  and  6 percent  larger  than  in  I968* 

The  seasonal  decrease  from  September  to  October  this  year  vas  17  percent^ 
compared  vith  a decline  of  I6  percent  betv^een  these  months  last  year  and  I7  percent 
also  two  years  earlier.  All  regions  shoved  sharp  seasonal  decreases  except  the 
South  Atlantic,  where  the  decline  vas  moderate. 

Compared  vith  October  I969,  production  decreases  in  the  East  North  Central  and 
South  Central  Regions  about  offset  increases  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.

October  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States,  estimated  at  3; 750, 000 
gallons,  vas  up  3 percent  from  the  same  month  a year  ago  and  8 percent  from 
October  I968.  Output  during  the  first  30  months  of  1970  vas  down  3 percent  from  the 
January-October  period  a year  earlier,  but  up  3 percent  from  I968. 

From  September  to  October,  production  decreased  l4  percent,  compared  vith  21 
percent  last  year  and  12  percent  in  I968.  Sharp  declines  between  September  and 
October  occurred  in  all  regions . 

Compared  vith  October  1969^  output  vas  larger  in  all  regions  except  the  West 
North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic,  where  slight  decreases  were  noted.

United  States  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats 
and  oils  other  than  miHcfat  was  estimated  at  4,025,000  gallons  in  October.  This  is 
down^l3  percent  from  October  1969  and  10  percent  from  I968.  Aggregate  production 
the  xirst  10  months  of  this  year  vas  7 percent  smaller  than  the  January -October 
periods  of  both  I969  and  1968. 

Output  declined  I5  percent  from  September  to  Ottober  this  j^ar,  compared  with 
9 percent  at  this  time  last  j^ar  and  7 percent  two  years  ago.  Seasonally  smaller 
production  occurred  in  all  producing  states  except  Arizona. 

Compared  with  a year  earlier,  October  output  of  Mellorine  was  shaip>ly  less  in 
all  states  except  Louisisna,  where  it  was  moderately  higher.
